Enrollment  Increases  As 
Fall  Semester  Begins 

Two  New  Deans  Appointed 

\\  ith  registration  figures  incom- 
plete, early  enrollment  has  sur- 
passed that  of  last  fall  as  1.171 
students  have  registered.  Accord- 
ing to  figures  furnished  l>\  the 
Registrar  s  office,  this  is  an  in- 
crease of  57  over  the  final  regis- 
tration total  of  last  year.  Late 
slralions  w  ill  pei  haps  In  ing 
this  year's  total  to  the  1.500  mark.
